John  Jacob  Byerly  the  Elder,  the  founding  member  of  the 
Carolina  branch  of  the  Byerly  family,  is  dealt  with  in  a  separate 
section.  Various  evidence  is  given  to  substantiate  his  life  and 
lineage.  His  six  known  children  are  identified  by  a  capital 
Roman  numeral  and  each  branch  is  carried  to  completion  in 
separate  sections.  The  grandchildren  (third  generation)  are 
identified  by  Arabic  numerals  in  parentheses  and  great-grand¬ 
children  (fourth  generation)  by  capital  English  letters.  The 
fifth  generation  has  Arabic  numerals  in  parentheses,  the  sixth 
generation  small  English  letters,  and  then  the  entire  sequence 
is  repeated:  capital  Roman  numeral  for  seventh  generation, 
Arabic  numeral  in  parentheses  for  eighth  generation,  capital 
English  letter  ninth  generation,  etc.  Thus  I(5)C(3)dI(l), 
Wesley  Grimes  Byerly  Jr.  (the  author)  is  the  eighth  genera¬ 
tion  and  the  great,  great,  great,  great,  great  grandson  of  John 
Jacob  Byerly  the  Elder. 

Following  the  families  are  short  sections  on  The  War  of  the 
Regulators,  The  Revolutionary  War,  the  Silver  Hill  Mine, 
Byerly’s  Chapel,  and  Yadkin  College.  At  the  end  of  the  vol¬ 
ume  is  a  list  of  further  references  beginning  where  Volume  I 
ends. 

It  will  be  noted  VOLUME  II  begins  with  page  70  because 
it  is  a  continuation  of  VOLUME  I.

In  spite  of  the  most  diligent  attempts  a  few  unintentional 

errors  found  their  way  into  Volume  I.  Below,  arranged  in 

numerical  order  by  page  are  the  corrections  of  these  mistakes: 

Page  18 — Insert  between  Johann  Jacob  Beyerle  and  Jacob 
Beyerly:  "Andreas  Beyerlie  (age  23)  arrived  on  the 
Charming  Nancy  from  Rotterdam,  November  9, 
1738.”  (Vol.  I,  pp  246-248,  List  65A,  65B,  65C, 
and  Vol.  II,  p  252.) 

Page  27 — The  Jacob  Berrier  referred  to  in  the  various  orig¬ 
inal  histories  of  Pilgrim’s  Church  (Ref.  Nos.  8,  17) 
was  actually  John  Jacob  Byerly  the  originator  of  the 
Byerlys  of  Carolina.  The  nineteenth  century  his¬ 
torians  failed  to  read  correctly  the  German  hand 
written  records.  (Ref.  Nos.  61,  62,  63,  64,  65,  66, 
67,  68).  In  addition,  the  originator  of  the  Berrier 
family  was  Charles  Berrier.  (Ref.  Nos.  59,  63,  49). 
There  was  no  Jacob  Berrier. 

Page  34 — Easlson  Byerly  was  Elansum  Byerly  (son  of  George 
Byerly  page  42). 

Page  37 — Wesley  Byerly  was  a  member  of  the  Davidson 
County  Home  Guard  whose  task  was  guarding  the 
Salisbury  prison.  (Ref.  No.  88). 

Page  37 — William  Addison  Byerly  was  a  Second  Lieutenant 
of  the  121st  Regiment  of  the  17  th  Brigade  of  North 
Carolina  Militia.  (Ref.  No.  44). 

Page  38 — This  page  completely  in  error  and  is  replaced  by 
the  information  on  John  Jacob  Byerly  that  follows 
beginning  on  page  81. 
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Page  41 — Peter  Byerly’s  first  wife  was  Eva  Frank  who  was 
born  18  February  1767  in  Rowan  County  and  died 
1  August  1830  in  Davidson  County..  Her  parents 
Wilhelm  Frank  (b.  1731,  d.  1804)  and  Barbara 
Walk  (b.  1735,  d.  1815).  The  Franks  were  a 
prominent  original  family  in  the  Abbotts  Creek  sec¬ 
tion  of  Rowan  County  and  intermarried  with  the 
Byerlys  (Ref.  Nos.  16,  33,  34  ,68). 

Page  48— Margaret  (and/or  Mary)  Henley  Byerly. 

Page  41-54 — Methodist  Protestant  Church  (not  Methodist 
Episcopal). 

Page  51 — Ethel  Grimes  was  born  20  June  1872  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Thomas  J.  Grimes  and  Rebecca  Kimbrough. 
Mattie  Grimes  Penry  was  a  first  cousin  to  Ethel 
Grimes.  Sallie  Evans  Grimes  was  the  widow  of 
Arthur  Grimes  (Ethel’s  brother). 

Page  52— Ida  Louemma  Byerly  married  Jesse  Glenn  Holt. 

She  attended  Yadkin  College  Class  of  1903  and 
later  was  a  teacher  there.  Lawrence  Byerly  Holt  was 
born  in  1919. 

Page  53 — Wesley  Grimes  Byerly  was  born  26  May  1898. 

Page  54 — Barbara  Terrell  Byerly  was  born  24  January  1943. 

Page  55— Nora  Byerly  was  born  25  Nov.  1875. 

Page  61- — George  and  Michael  Byerly  were  brothers  (and  not 
to  Peter  Byerly)  and  were  sons  of  Jacob  Byerly  son 
of  John  Martin  Byerly.  See  pages  94-104  of  Vol¬ 
ume  II.

(This  replaces  completely  pages  38-40  of  Volume  I  of  the 
Byerly’s  of  Carolina ). 

The  Origin  of  the  Family 

There  are  numerous  references  in  (A)  family  tradition  that 
the  original  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina  Byerly  settlers 
came  from  "Pennsylvania  — -  originally  from  Germany”  (Ref. 
Nos.  1,  9,  15,  16,  19,  20,  23,  29,  31,  33,  34,  36,  37,  38, 
39,  42,  44,  51,  53,  54,  59,  70,  71,  72,  75,  85,  88).  In  addi¬ 
tion  there  are  (B)  published  works  that  list  numbers  of  other 
"German  families  who  came  from  Pennsylvania”  into  the 
Piedmont  section  of  North  Carolina.  (Ref.  Nos.  1,  3,  4,  8,  12, 
13,  17,  31,  35,  41,  45,  48,  61,  62,  75,  77)  among  which  are 
included  the  family  of  Jacob  Byerly.  Finally,  the  (C)  immi¬ 
gration  records  of  the  Byerly’s  into  America  have  been  pre¬ 
served  and  may  be  studied  in  Strassburger’s  three  volume 
masterpiece  Pennsylvania  German  Pioneers  (Ref.  No.  7). 
These  reveal  that  a  number  of  Byerly’s  arrived  between  1730 
and  1774  and  all  were  listed  as  coming  from  the  Palatinate  of 
Germany  and  some  signed  their  names  in  old  German  script. 

The  Spelling  of  the  Nome 

There  are  many  modern  day  deviations  of  the  name  Byerly 
as  well  as  the  number  of  irregular  and  erratic  spellings  that 
existed  in  the  late  1700’s  and  early  1800’s.  The  original 
settlers  spoke  only  German  and  many  could  neither  read  nor 
write.  The  attempts  of  the  government  officials  to  anglicize 
the  spoken  names  often  resulted  in  gross  errors.  The  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  British  Crown  in  1761-63  selling  land  to 
Jacob  Byerly  misspelled  his  name  three  times:  Birer,  Berrer, 
Byrer,  the  last  two  being  only  two  days  apart  on  28  and  29 
January  1763!  (Ref.  No.  62).  However  his  name  was  spelled

Birely  in  the  1759  tax  lists  (Ref.  Nos.  63,  75).  Martin  Byerly 
in  his  will  was  spelled  Byerry  although  when  he  earlier  sold 
land,  his  name  was  spelled  Byarly  —  Biarly.  And  in  church 
records  (Ref.  Nos.  59,  64)  his  name  is  spelled  Beyrer.  The 
tax  lists  (No.  63)  spell  the  name  Byrer  in  1768  and  ten 
years  later  spell  it  Byarly.  The  census  records  reveal  careless¬ 
ness  of  spelling  as  father  and  son  side  by  side  may  have  one 
spelled  Byarly  and  the  other  Birely.  The  most  conclusive 
proofs  regarding  the  name  and  its  spelling  occur  in  deeds  trans¬ 
ferring  and  selling  land.  One  classic  example  (Ref.  No.  62) 
is  in  Book  17,  page  337.  It  shows  David  Byerly  selling  100 
acres  of  land  to  William  Frank,  Jr.,  on  25  February  1799  in  the 
course  of  which  David’s  name  is  later  spelled  Bierly  and  which 
deed  concludes  ''being  part  of  a  tract  of  land  320  acres  granted 
to  Jacob  Bierly  by  a  deed  bearing  the  date  17  April  1772  and 
registered  in  Book  No.  7,  page  460.”  Upon  checking  one  finds 
the  above  Jacob’s  name  spelled  "Birer  and  Byrrer.”  A  number 
of  other  such  examples  occur  in  all  the  various  church,  gov¬ 
ernment,  and  legal  records  (Ref.  Nos.  61,  62,  63,  64,  65,  66, 
55,  50,  49,  42,  32,  22,  21,  76). 

Therefore,  the  original  Byerly:  John  Jacob  Byerly  being 
listed  as  a  taxable  in  the  earliest  known  Rowan  County  Tax 
Lists  in  1759  received  land  in  1761-63  in  Rowan  County  and 
the  name  was  spelled  variously  Birer,  Berrer  and  Byrer  and  at 
his  death  one  of  his  sons  Martin  received  most  or  all  of  the 
land  and  his  name  was  spelled  Biarly,  Byarly,  Beyrer  and 
Byerry.  In  the  records  that  were  kept  and  written  in  German 
the  name  appears  as  Beyrer  while  it  is  anglicized  in  written 
English  records  to  Byarly,  Bierly,  etc.  As  the  use  of  written 
German  died  out  in  1830-40  so  did  the  German  spellings. 

THE  RELIGIOUS  BACKGROUND 

The  religious  background  of  the  Byerly  family  in  North 
Carolina  is  of  course  Christian  and  from  known  records  Protes- 
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tant  (Ref.  Nos.  1,2,  3,  7,  12,  17,  31,  43,  51,  55,  58,  64,  65, 
66).  As  written  in  Volume  I  the  earliest  immigrants  into 
Pennsylvania  had  to  swear  to  support  to  the  Protestant  Suc¬ 
cession  of  the  British  House  of  Hanover  as  well  as  renounce 
the  authority  of  the  "See  of  Rome”.  As  they  came  from  the 
Palatinate  they  were  either  Reformed  (Calvinist)  or  Lutheran. 
This  persuasion  was  followed  through  the  original  settling  in 
Pennsylvania  and  into  North  Carolina.  The  Reformed  and 
Lutheran  groups  were  frequently  Union  Churches  in  the  early 
days  where  each  congregation  worshipped  on  alternate  Sun¬ 
days.  Members  passed  from  one  communion  to  another  fre¬ 
quently,  never  really  knowing  the  difference  and  intermarriage 
was  common. 

In  the  central  Piedmont  section  of  the  state  the  two  oldest 
Reformed-Lutheran  Churches  in  "Old  Rowan”  County  are 
Lower  Stone  (Grace)  and  Pilgrim’s  (Leonard’s)  churches. 
The  former  is  in  present  day  Rowan  County  near  Salisbury 
and  the  latter  in  present  day  Davidson  County  on  a  branch  of 
Abbotts  Creek  just  north  of  present  day  Lexington.  Both  of 
these  churches  were  built  before  1760  (Ref.  Nos.  8,  17).  Pil¬ 
grim’s  Church  is  the  oldest  of  any  denomination  in  Davidson 
County  and  its  first  record  book  dates  from  1757.  The  second 
oldest  of  any  denomination  — -  also  originally  a  Lutheran-Re- 
formed  Union  Church  —  dates  from  1787  and  takes  its  name 
from  a  prominent  and  populous  family  in  the  local  area  — 
Beck’s  (Peck’s)  Church.  It  is  located  near  another  branch  of 
Abbott’s  Creek  just  Southeast  of  present  day  Lexington. 

The  Byerly  family  appears  in  the  records  of  both  churches. 

In  referring  to  the  Pilgrim  Church  records  it  is  noted  that  all 
of  the  so  called  original  records  from  1757-1788  save  three,  are 
written  by  the  same  person  and  all  those  after  1788  by  a  dif¬ 
ferent  person.  Thus  someone  either  wrote  the  "original  rec¬ 
ords”  by  interviews  as  late  as  thirty  years  after  the  events  oc¬ 
curred,  or  someone  copied  the  original  records.  It  is  further 
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noted  that  these  records  are  in  neither  chronological  nor  alpha¬ 
betical  order:  e.g.  Adam  Hedrick  on  page  1  was  not  married 
until  1769,  whereas  Phillip  Sowers  who  has  the  first  child  in 
1757  appears  on  page  10.  Thus  all  the  earliest  Pilgrim  rec¬ 
ords  were  written  in  1788  or  later,  either  copied  or  taken  by 
personal  interview,  either  method  of  which  leaves  them  open 
to  error.  The  same  interpretations  hold  for  the  Beck’s  Church 
Records  (Ref.  No.  65). 

In  referring  to  these  early  records  the  name  of  the  child,  his 
date  of  birth,  and  his  God-parents  (Taufzeugen)  are  listed. 
Frequently,  the  relationship  of  the  God-parent  is  given,  e.g. 
"my  father  and  mother”,  or  the  singular  feminine  noun  is  used 
indicating  an  unmarried  female  over  twenty-one  years.  Al¬ 
ways  the  child  is  named  for  one  of  the  God-parents. 

From  these  records  (Ref.  No.  64)  we  learn  of  John  Martin 
Byerly’s  children,  wife,  his  father  and  mother,  his  brothers  and 
sisters. 

In  addition,  the  Beck’s  Church  records  (Ref.  No.  65)  begin 
in  1785,  written  in  German,  and  contain  references  to  various 
members  of  the  Byerly  family  until  1825-30.  The  children  of 
Andrew  and  Daniel  Byerly  (sons  of  Jacob  Byerly  Senior)  were 
baptized  at  Beck’s  Church  before  they  moved  to  Indiana. 

Continuing  the  portion  of  the  Pilgrim  Records  beginning 
after  1793  that  were  translated  by  C.  L.  Miller  and  J.  L.  Mor¬ 
gan  in  September  1900,  the  families  of  Martin  and  David 
Byerly  repeatedly  appear  as  communicants,  in  baptisms,  or  con¬ 
firmations. 

In  studying  the  gravemarkers  and  cemetery  records  (Ref. 
Nos.  43,  55)  of  the  various  Lutheran-Reformed  churches  in 
this  area,  the  earliest  members  of  the  Byerly  family  were  of 
the  Lutheran  Confession.  The  graves  of  the  original  John 
Jacob  Byerly  and  his  wife  Mary  Elizabeth  are  at  Beck’s  Church. 

After  the  great  Methodist  Revival  swept  the  South  from  the 
1800’s  onward,  and  the  failure  of  the  Organizational-Liturgical 
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churches  to  keep  pace,  many  members  of  the  family  were  per¬ 
suaded  to  more  informal  and  fundamentalist  Methodist  and 
Baptist  churches. 

In  summary,  John  Jacob  Byerly  and  his  wife  Mary  Elizabeth 
had  at  least  the  following  children: 

l— John  Martin  Byerly  ( born  circa  1745  or  before)  who 
married  Mary  Catherine  Spengler  in  1765  (a  daughter 
of  Peter  Spengler  Senior). 

II- — John  Jacob  Byerly  (born  circa  1745-50  or  before) 
who  married  Magdelina  Summey.  He  later  became 
Jacob  Senior. 

HI — -Mary  Catherine  Byerly  ( born  circa  1750  or  before). 

IV —  David  Byerly  ( born  circa  1750-55  or  before)  who  mar¬ 
ried  Louisa  Lookabill  in  1775. 

V —  Maria  Barbara  Byerly  ( born  circa  1775  or  before). 

They  were  all  members  of  the  Lutheran  Church  being  mar¬ 
ried,  baptized,  confirmed,  or  buried  in  the  Lutheran  Churches 
of  Pilgrim’s  and  Beck’s.  Many  of  their  children  did  likewise. 

SOCIOPOLITICAL  ACTIVITY 

The  earliest  known  TAX  LIST  of  Rowan  County  is  for  the 
year  1759.  It  was  found  in  the  walls  of  the  old  Court  house 
in  Salisbury  in  1944  when  Mr.  William  D.  Kizziah  was  Reg¬ 
ister  of  Deeds  and  he  had  it  preserved  and  printed.  (Ref.  No. 
37).  This  is  the  earliest  known  list  as  Rowan  was  formed  in 
1753  from  Anson  County.  On  this  list  appears  the  name  of 
John  Byerly.  In  1768  Jacob,  Martin  and  Phillip  are  listed. 
In  1778  David,  Martin,  Jacob,  and  Phillip  are  listed  with 
acreages.  (Altogether  the  family  had  about  two  thousand 
acres.)  By  1784  (after  the  Revolution)  the  acreages  had  been 
decreased  and  Phillip  was  not  listed.  (See  pages  89  and  154 
In  1789,  David,  Jacob  and  Martin  are  listed  as  "old  Taxables” 
after  which  the  census  records  take  over. 
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THE  CENSUS  RECORDS  afford  a  confusing  amount  of 
information  unless  the  remainder  of  the  family  history  is 
known.  The  first  census  of  1790  has  already  been  elaborated 
in  Volume  I,  page  29-30.  In  1800,  Martin  had  died,  his  wid¬ 
ow  Margaret  is  listed  together  with  his  eldest  son  called  Jacob 
Junior,  meaning  younger.  Also  appearing  are  three  of  Mar¬ 
tin’s  other  sons,  Peter,  Martin  and  David.  David  Byerly  the 
Eider  is  listed.  The  family  of  Jacob  Byerly  Senior  (not  Elder) 
is  absent  in  1800,  but  reappears  in  1810.  This  is  explained 
by  the  fact  that  this  portion  of  the  family  was  living  elsewhere 
at  that  time  —  a  fact  only  recently  substantiated  by  a  descend¬ 
ant  of  that  branch  now  living  in  Indiana.  (Ref.  No.  85).  Be¬ 
ginning  in  1820  and  1830  large  groups  leave  and  go  to  Indi¬ 
ana  (and  perhaps  elsewhere)  and  from  the  1840  census  on¬ 
ward  the  Byerly  family  in  North  Carolina  is  essentially  un¬ 
changed  save  for  spreading  out  into  neighboring  counties  from 
Davidson. 

In  the  COURT  MINUTES  Jacob  Byerly  is  listed  on  22  Oc¬ 
tober  1762  as  receiving  his  322  acres  from  Henry  McCulloh 
on  11  December  1761  and  his  name  is  spelled  Byer  and  in  July 
1763  the  other  two  tracts  are  proved  in  court  and  his  name  is 
spelled  Byrer.  In  October  1763  David  Byerly  is  on  jury  duty 
and  his  name  is  spelled  Bires.  Jacob  was  made  a  road  over¬ 
seer  in  1767,  (replacing  Charles  Berrier  —  the  founder  of  the 
Berrier  family  in  Davidson  County)  and  again  in  February 
1769,  Jacob  Byerly,  (spelled  Byarer)  was  made  Constable  in¬ 
stead  of  Charles  Berrier  (spelled  Barrayer)  and  Jacob  was  re¬ 
placed  by  Fredrick  Michael  in  1771.  In  November  1771, 
Jacob  Byerly  gets  his  license  to  keep  a  tavern  for  one  year  ’ 're¬ 
newed”.  In  checking  back  to  the  previous  year  (1770) :  "No¬ 
vember  15,  1769  Jacob  Byars  gets  license  to  keep  an  ordinary 
in  his  home  for  one  year  — (See  also  page  158  concerning 
the  stopping  of  British  troops  at  his  home  during  the  War  of 
Regulators.)  In  August  1789,  a  Superior  Court  venire  for  the 
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fall  session  lists  a  "David  Byer”.  However,  when  court  is  held 
in  November,  there  is  no  Byer(s)  on  the  jury,  but  David 
Byerly  is  on  the  jury!  By  these  examples  and  others  too  numer¬ 
ous  to  be  completely  enumerated  in  this  volume,  there  is  no 
doubt,  but,  that  the  same  individual  is  meant  and  that  the  name 
was  at  times  both  misspelled  and  misunderstood  at  the  time  of 
the  original  writing  and  later  on  when  the  records  were  copied 
the  mistakes  were  compounded. 

The  importance  of  the  spelling  lies  in  the  fact  that  there  ap¬ 
pears  on  page  234  of  the  Court  Minutes  (Ref.  No.  61)  on 
Monday,  5  May  1772  "Jacob  Byers  is  dead  and  Martin  Byers 
is  to  administer  under  600  pound  bond  with  David  Smith  and 
George  Christopher  Knatser  as  Securities”.  This  statement 
interpreted  correctly  in  the  light  of  the  spelling  mistake  then 
fits  nicely  with  the  fact  already  above  mentioned  on  page  85 
that  in  the  Beck’s  Churchyard  there  is  a  marked  but  long  neg¬ 
lected  grave  "Jacob  Beirer  anno  1771  and  Maria  his  wife 
1781”  (Jacob  Byerly  died  1771  and  his  wife  Mary  Elizabeth 
died  1781).  (Ref.  No.  59). 

These  two  items  are  then  related  to  the  descent  of  the  land 
and  the  family  relationships  become  more  apparent  and  easily 
traced. 


THE  LAND 

Perhaps  the  most  important  evidence  to  be  offered  in  tracing 
the  early  Byerly  family  history  comes  from  the  deeds  recording 
land  transfers.  For  example: 

Deed  Book  5,  page  46  records  a  transfer  of  land  between 
British  Crown  Agent  Henry  McCulloh  and  Jacob  Birer  on  11 
December  1761.  On  28  January  1763,  Jacob  Berrer  gets  more 
Crown  land  and  on  29  January  1763,  Jacob  Byrer  gets  still 
more  "at  a  corner  of  the  tract  he  lives  upon  — ”  (Book  5,  page 
249  and  247).  But  on  17  April  1772  a  Martin  Biarly  (and 
his  wife  Margaret)  sell  to  David  Biarly  the  exact  same  parcel 
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described  above  as  having  been  bought  by  Jacob  Birer  in  1761. 
Then  on  25  February  1799  David  Bierly  (who  signed  his 
name  in  German)  sold  to  William  Frank  Jr.  (Book  17,  page 
337)  a  tract  of  land  "the  same  being  a  part  of  a  tract  of  land 
320  acres  granted  to  Jacob  Bierly  by  a  deed  bearing  the  date 
the  11th  day  of  December  1761  and  registered  in  office  of 
said  County  in  Book  No.  3,  page  46  then  conveyed  by  deed  to 
David  Bierly  by  a  deed  bearing  date  the  17th  April ,  1772  and 
registered  in  Book  No.  7,  page  460,  etc.”  Therefore,  it  is  in¬ 
disputable  that  the  spelling  of  Jacob  Byerly’s  name  variously 
as  Birer,  Berer,  Byrer  was  a  mistake  made  either  by  the  original 
writers  of  the  wills,  tax  lists,  public  and  church  records  or  by 
those  who  later  copied  them.  Therefore,  the  other  variations 
of  the  name:  Beyrer,  Bayrer,  Bire,  By  err y  and  even  at  times 
Byer(sJ  referred  to  the  same  family  and  individual. 

This  section  will  not  trace  entirely  the  land  descent.  Suffice 
it  that  Jacob  Byerly  received  three  tracts  of  land  in  Old  Rowan 
(present  day  Davidson  County)  between  1761  and  1763  from 
the  British  Crown  for  which  he  paid  a  considerable  sum  of 
cash  money.  This  land  was  along  a  branch  (Pounder’s  Fork) 
of  Abbott’s  Creek,  a  large  feeding  tributary  of  the  Yadkin  Riv¬ 
er.  This  land  lies  just  east  of  present  day  Lexington,  North 
Carolina,  near  the  site  of  U.  S.  Highway  64  bridge  crossing 
Abbott’s  Creek.  Tract  A  contained  322  acres:  tract  B  231 
acres  and  tract  C  200  acres. 

Ten  years  later,  Martin  Byerly  is  selling  this  land!  As  al¬ 
ready  shown  above  in  the  Rowan  Court  Minutes  Jacob  Byerly 
died  in  late  1771,  substantiated  by  the  gravemarker  at  Beck’s 
Church  (Ref.  Nos.  43,  59)  and  the  records  (Ref.  No.  65)  of 
the  family  as  parishioners.  Therefore,  Martin  was  Jacob’s  son 
acting  as  administrator  of  the  estate  and  sold  tract  A  (322 
acres)  to  brother  David,  tract  B  (231  acres)  to  brother  Phillip 
and  kept  tract  C  (200  acres)  for  himself.  In  1787  David 
added  150  acres  to  his  holdings  which  he  kept  intact  until  1799 
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when  he  sold  100  acres  to  William  Frank  Jr.  Then  in  1820, 
David  sold  part  of  his  acreage  to  Jacob  Beck  (Book  26,  page 
78)  (having  already  given  his  son  George  his  portion.)  Phil¬ 
lip  Byerly  in  1794  sold  his  231  acres  to  Jacob  Byerly  (son  of 
Martin)  and  moved  over  to  Randolph  County  where  he  died 
and  his  family  moved  on  to  Indiana  after  1800.  Martin  and 
his  son  Jacob  added  300  acres  each  from  State  in  1792.  When 
Martin  died  he  was  the  Senior  member  of  the  family  and  hav¬ 
ing  already  cared  for  his  other  children’s  land  needs  gave  his 
original  tract  C  of  200  acres  (the  homeplace)  to  his  younger 
son  Phillip  (who  was  to  care  for  the  widow  Margaret).  The 
300  acres  he  purchased  in  1792  he  gave  to  his  youngest  son 
John.  (See  page  64-65).  John  and  Phillip  later  sold  a  por¬ 
tion  to  their  brother  Jacob,  (called  Junior,  meaning  younger 
—  not  son  —  to  distinguish  him  from  his  "uncle”  Jacob,  called 
Senior,  who  was  at  that  time  the  oldest  surviving  son  of  John 
Jacob  Byerly  the  Elder).  (See  Book  23,  page  468  and  Book 
24,  page  381  in  1810  and  1817).  Another  of  Martin’s  chil¬ 
dren,  Peter  went  to  the  Yadkin  River  (western  side  of  David¬ 
son  County)  and  began  taking  up  land  around  1800  and  an¬ 
other  child,  Martin,  remained  in  the  Abbott’s  Creek  area. 

SUMMARY 

John  Jacob  Byerly  the  Elder  came  from  the  Palatinate  of 
Germany  with  his  wife  Mary  Elizabeth  and  his  family  around 
1750,  coming  first  to  Pennsylvania  and  then  following  the 
German  migration  southward  into  Piedmont  North  Carolina. 
He  came  along  with  and  lived  among  the  Leonard,  Hege,  Mil¬ 
ler,  Darr,  Frank,  Grave  and  Fritz  families.  He  took  up  British 
Crown  land  along  Abbott’s  Creek,  a  large  tributary  of  the 
Yadkin  River  near  present  day  Lexington,  North  Carolina.  He 
was  a  leader  in  the  little  community  of  German  speaking  and 
writing  persons  and  was  a  member  of  the  Reformed  (German 
Presbyterian)  persuasion  and  helped  to  select  the  site  of  the 
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first  church  in  this  area  (Pilgrim’s).  This  Church  eventually 
becoming  a  Union  Church  (with  the  Lutherans)  his  children 
were  all  raised  in  the  Lutheran  faith.  John  Jacob  Byerly  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  earliest  tax  lists  of  Rowan  County.  His  importance 
in  the  community  is  attested  by  being  made  a  district  overseer 
in  1767  and  a  constable  in  1769.  He  owned  a  tavern  (hos- 
telery)  along  the  main  road  leading  from  the  North  Central 
Piedmont  into  Salisbury.  This  was  visited  by  government 
troops  during  the  War  of  the  Regulators  in  1771. 

Having  sworn  to  uphold  the  British  Crown  and  the  Protes¬ 
tant  succession;  having  left  Europe  to  escape  a  heritage  of  wars 
and  desolation;  and  having  been  subjected  to  the  divided  loyal¬ 
ties  and  emotions  of  the  1771  affair  it  would  be  expected  such 
a  person  would  tend  to  abhor  revolution  and  support  the  estab¬ 
lished  government.  And  in  this  homogeneous,  religious,  tight 
knit  group  of  High  Germans  such  feelings  would  be  trans¬ 
mitted  to  his  children  who  would  be  expected  to  be  if  not  loyal 
to  the  Crown,  at  least  neutral!  John  Jacob  Byerly  died  circa 
December  1771  and  his  wife  Mary  Elizabeth  in  1781  and  they 
were  buried  in  the  land  that  later  became  Beck’s  Church  ceme¬ 
tery.  They  had  the  following  children: 

I — John  Martin  Byerly  —  see  page  91. 

II — John  Jacob  Byerly  —  see  page  127. 

III —  Mary  Catherine  Byerly  —  born  circa  1750  or  before. 
She  was  a  sponsor  for  her  brother  Martin’s  oldest 
daughter,  Christina  Barbara  in  1770  along  with  Peter 
Spangler  Jr.  whom  she  may  have  later  married. 

IV —  David  Byerly  —  see  page  148. 

V —  Maria  Barbara  Byerly  —  born  circa  1755  or  before. 
She  was  a  sponsor  for  her  brother  David’s  daughter, 
Anna  Maria  Barbara  in  1777. 

VI —  Phillip  Byerly  —  see  page  154. 
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JOHN  MARTIN  BYERLY 

(This  supplements  Section  B  page  64-66  of  Volume  I  of 
Byerly’s  of  Carolina). 

I — John  Martin  Byerly  is  thought  to  have  been  the  oldest 
son  of  John  Jacob  Byerly  the  Elder  because  of  his  appointment 
as  administrator  of  his  father’s  estate  at  the  latters  death  in 
1771.  Therefore  he  was  probably  born  in  Germany  before 
the  emigration  of  his  parents  to  Pennsylvania.  (Ref.  Nos.  7, 
22,  32,  34,  57,  59,  61,  63,  64,  68,  73). 

He  married  first  Mary  Catherine  Spengler  (Ref.  No.  64) 
the  daughter  of  John  Peter  Spengler  Senior,  2  May  1765.  He 
married  secondly,  Anna  Margaret  (PEverhardt?)  probably 
around  1778-79.  He  was  a  farmer  and  owned  land  on  Ab- 
botts  Creek  in  Rowan  County.  (Ref.  No.  62). 

Martin  is  listed  as  a  taxable  in  1768,  1778,  1784  and  1789 
(Ref.  No.  63)  and  appears  in  the  first  census  of  1790  (Ref. 
No.  49)  with  his  widow  Margaret  appearing  in  1800.  Martin 
was  administrator  of  his  father’s  estate  (Ref.  No.  61)  and  re¬ 
ceived  land  on  Abbotts  Creek  to  which  he  later  added  more. 
(Ref.  No.  62)  On  2  February  1773  Martin  Byerly  was  ap¬ 
pointed  overseer  of  roads  from  Abbotts  Creek  to  Lick  Creek 
instead  of  William  Frank  (Ref.  No.  61). 

During  the  Revolutionary  War  Martin  was  cited  8  August 
1778  on  a  register  of  persons  who  refused  or  neglected  to  ap¬ 
pear  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  state  and  who  did  not 
appear  in  court  to  render  an  excuse.  (Ref.  No.  61). 

John  Martin  Byerly  was  a  Lutheran  and  a  member  of  Pil¬ 
grim’s  Church  in  which  his  children  were  raised.  (Ref.  No. 
64)  Martin’s  will  appears  on  page  64  of  Volume  I  of  Byerly* s 
of  Carolina,  in  which  it  is  clear  that  he  must  have  had  children 
other  than  those  listed  in  his  will.  He  died  in  1799  and  his 
burial  place  is  unknown. 

From  the  Pilgrim’s  Church  Records  (Ref.  64)  and  his  will 
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we  learn  that  his  children  were: 

1 —  John  Jacob  Byerly  —  born  circa  1767.  He  was  later 
sometimes  called  Junior  meaning  younger  in  order  to  dis¬ 
tinguish  him  from  his  uncle,  (see  below  for  his  lineage  on 
page  94). 

2 —  Christina  Barbara  Byerly  —  born  circa  1770.  She  was 
unmarried  and  is  buried  at  Pilgrim’s  Church. 

3—  — Maria  Barbara  Byerly  —  born  circa  1772. 

A— David  Byerly  —  born  circa  1773.  He  married  first  An¬ 
na  Taylor  (1803-182 4)  and  secondly  Elizabeth  Ann  Johnston 
(1802-1875).  Around  1810  David  sold  his  land  (along  with 
his  brothers  John  and  Phillip)  and  moved  to  Indiana.  He 
died  in  Harrison  County,  Indiana,  1875.  (Ref.  No.  57). 

5  —Peter  Byerly  —  born  circa  1771.  His  lineage  is  given 
in  Volume  I  page  41-60  and  is  further  enumerated  on  page 
105  of  Volume  II. 

6—  Phillip  Byerly  — -  born  circa  1776  and  married  Christina 
Luckenbill  (born  1787  in  North  Carolina  and  died  1860  in 
Indiana).  Around  1810  he  sold  his  land  and  went  with  his 
brothers  David  and  John  to  Indiana.  (Ref.  No.  62).  He  died 
in  Floyd  County,  Indiana  in  1846.  (Ref.  No.  57). 

7 —  Elizabeth  Byerly  —  born  circa  1780. 

8 —  Martin  Byerly  —  born  circa  1785.  See  below  page  125 
for  his  lineage. 

9 —  John  Byerly  —  born  circa  1788-89  in  Rowan  County, 
North  Carolina  and  died  in  Harrison  County,  Indiana,  13  Sep¬ 
tember  1874.  About  1809-10  John  sold  his  land  (along  with 
his  brothers  Phillip  and  David  above)  and  took  his  widowed 
sister  to  Harrison  County,  Indiana.  They  went  along  with 
John  Frank  (a  son  of  the  Revolutionary  War  Patriot  William 
Frank)  and  his  wife  Mary  Barbara  Lopp  Frank.  John  Byerly 
married  their  daughter  Catherine  Frank  (born  1792  in  North 
Carolina  and  died  1877  in  Indiana).  They  left  a  large  progeny 
in  Harrison  County,  Indiana.  (Ref.  Nos.  62,  34,  57). 
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10 — Catherine  Byerly  —  birth  date  unknown.  She  married 
a  Mr.  Beanblossom.  As  a  young  widow  she  accompanied  her 
brother  John  and  the  Frank  family  to  Indiana  about  1809-10. 
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JOHN  JACOB  BYERLY,  YOUNGER 

1(1) — John  Jacob  Byerly  (this  replaces  completely  pages 
61-63  of  Volume  I)  (Ref.  Nos.  15,  17,  33,  34,  36,  39,  49, 
51,  52,  53,  62,  64,  67,  68). 

John  Jacob  Byerly  was  born  circa  1767  by  his  father,  John 
Martin  Byerly’s  statement  in  the  Pilgrim  Records.  He  was 
confirmed  by  the  Rev.  John  Arends  at  Pilgrim's  Church  in 
1783  (Ref.  No.  66)  along  with  John  Walser,  John  Jacob 
Lopp,  John  Miller,  Christian  Meyer,  John  Young,  Phillip  Kerr, 
and  Christian  Everhardt. 

This  Jacob  Byerly’s  lineage  is  largely  established  by  a  deed 
bearing  the  date  of  20  September  1817  (Book  24,  page  381, 
Ref.  No.  62)  in  which  "I,  Jacob  Byerly,  son  of  Martin  Byerly 
deceased,  give  to  my  son  George  Byerly”  a  tract  of  land  which  is 
the  same  land  defined  by  bordering  neighbors  in  Jacob  Byerly’s 
will  of  1846  and  is  the  same  land  that  John  and  Phillip  sold 
to  Jacob  Byerly  Junior  in  1810  (Book  23,  page  468).  Addi¬ 
tionally  in  the  1800  census  Margaret  Byerly  (widow  of  Mar¬ 
tin)  is  on  page  351  and  next  to  her  is  Jacob  Byerly,  Jr.  and 
Jacob  Byerly  Senior  in  1800  was  elsewhere  (Q.V.).  All  of 
this  by  way  of  explanation  that  this  John  Jacob  Byerly  the 
eldest  son  of  John  Martin  Byerly  was  sometimes  called  Junior, 
meaning  younger,  in  order  to  distinguish  him  from  his  uncle. 
Jacob  married  Elizabeth  Grimes,  thought  to  be  a  daughter  of 
Gottlieb  Grimes.  Jacob’s  will  of  1846  names  his  wife,  chil¬ 
dren,  place  of  residence,  attests  to  his  success  as  a  farmer,  shows 
that  he  maintained  his  forebears  Lutheran  faith  and  gives  his 
burying  place.  He  died  circa  1846  and  is  buried  at  Pilgrim’s 
Churchyard.  His  children  were: 

1(1)  A — Susan  Byerly  —  was  born  1789  and  died  5  July 
1870  and  is  buried  at  Pilgrim’s  Church.  She  married  Jacob 
Leonard  (grandson  of  Patriot  Valentine  Leonard)  and  they 
were  the  grandparents  of  Jacob  Calvin  Leonard  (Ref.  No.  17) 
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whose  Centennial  History  of  Davidson  County  first  stimulated 
the  author’s  present  endeavors. 

Among  the  children  of  Susan  and  Jacob  was  George  Leonard 
(born  14  July  1813)  who  went  to  Putnam  County,  Indiana, 
during  the  out  migration  from  North  Carolina  and  married 
Margaret  Jane  Wilson  (whose  mother  was  Susannah  Byerly 
the  daughter  of  Fredrick  Byerly  of  Randolph  County). 

1(1  )B —George  Byerly  —  (completely  replaces  page  61) 
was  born  7  February  1793  and  died  20  November  1873.  He 
was  confirmed  at  Pilgrim’s  Church  28  March  1811  together 
with  his  sister  Phoebe  by  Pasor  Ludwig  Markert.  George 
married  Catherine  Fritts  (Fritz)  (born  30  June  1796  and  died 
8  April  1885).  She  was  the  daughter  of  George  Fritz  Senior 
and  granddaughter  of  Woolrich  Fritz  of  Revolutionary  War 
fame.  Her  brothers  George  and  Joseph  married  Byerly 
women. 

George  and  Catherine  are  buried  at  Pilgrim  E  and  R  (now 
United  Church  of  Christ)  Church,  Davidson  County.  They 
had  four  children:  Jacob,  Adam,  Joseph,  and  Eliza. 

In  the  1850  census  the  family  is  listed  with  $800.00  real 
estate.  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  are  living  at  home,  Jacob  and 
Adam  are  gone.  Also  living  in  the  same  household  was  Wil¬ 
liam  Fritz,  seven  years  old,  the  son  of  Catherine  Fritz  Byerly’s 
brother,  Joseph  Fritz,  who  died  when  the  boy  was  very  young. 
This  William  Fritz  gave  a  very  important  affadavit  (Ref.  No. 
16)  in  1929,  regarding  the  genealogical  background  of  the 
Byerly  family.  (He  was  also  the  father  of  Dr.  Robert  L.  Fritz, 
a  former  much-beloved  president  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  of 
Hickory,  N.  C.) 

I(1)B(1) — Jacob  Byerly  —  born  22  October  1817  and 
died  29  July  1896.  He  married  Barbara  Grimes,  born  13  No¬ 
vember  1822  and  died  14  May  1911,  a  daughter  of  Peter 
Grimes.  They  are  buried  at  Holly  Grove  Lutheran  Church. 
They  had  three  children: 
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I(1)B(1) a — Cynthia  Byerly  —  born  22  January  1849  and 
died  at  circa  fifty-two  years  of  age.  She  married  William 
Jefferson  Myers  born  19  April  1844  and  died  5  June  1896. 
They  had  about  eight  children. 

I(1)B(1) b — Louise  G.  Byerly  —  born  8  October  1851  and 
died  9  April  1920.  She  married  James  Henderson  Grimes 
(born  24  April  1849;  died  21  June  1939)  at  the  home  of  her 
father  on  25  December  1873.  Witnesses  were  William  Fritz 
and  G.  W.  Conrad.  James  Grimes  was  the  son  of  Jacob 
Grimes  (1824-1917)  and  Katie  Younts  (1825-1895).  James 
and  Louisa  are  buried  at  Holly  Grove  Lutheran  Church.  Their 
son  Luther  Grimes  (1875-1954)  married  first  Mary  Alice 
Younts  (1880-1900)  and  they  were  both  buried  at  Holly 
Grove.  Among  their  children  was  Virgie  Elna  Grimes  who 
married  David  Hill  Sechrist  whose  daughter  Martha  Sechrist 
gave  much  of  the  information  on  this  family  branch. 

I(l)B(l)c — Edward  K.  Byerly  —  born  31  August  1857. 
At  age  thirteen  years,  he  accidentally  killed  himself  cleaning 
a  gun  on  26  May  1871  and  is  buried  at  Emmanuel  United 
Church  of  Christ. 

I(1)B(2) — Adam  Byerly  —  was  born  16  March  1820 
(Ref.  No.  64)  and  died  in  1905  and  is  buried  at  Holly  Grove 

Lutheran  Church.  He  married  Lydia  . .  They  are 

listed  in  the  1850  census  with  $700.00  real  estate,  no  children, 
but  Henry  Fritts,  age  thirteen,  lives  with  them.  In  I860,  their 
farm  is  valued  at  $1,700.00,  a  daughter  Nancy  Lewis  is  listed 
and  the  post-office  address  is  Thomasville.  Lydia  died  in  1905. 

I(l)B(2)a — Nancy  Lewis  Byerly  —  born  circa  1852.  No 
further  information. 

I(1)B(3) — ]oseph  Byerly  —  born  in  1825.  He  is  listed 
as  a  student  in  the  1850  census  and  attended  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  being  listed  in  the  Alumni  Directory  in  the 
class  of  1854  and  being  listed  as  dead  in  1855. 
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I(1)B(4)- — Eliza  Byerly  — -  (Elizabeth)  was  born  19  Au¬ 
gust  1831  and  died  24  September  1934  aged  103  years.  She 
is  buried  at  Holly  Grove.  Unmarried.  (See  Ref.  No.  52). 

I(1)C — Phoebe  Byerly  —  was  born  19  February  1796. 
She  was  baptized  17  April  1796  at  Pilgrim’s  Church  and  her 
sponsors  were  Carl  Grimes  and  his  wife  Barbara.  (Ref.  No. 
64).  She  was  confirmed  at  Pilgrim’s  Church  by  Pastor  Lud¬ 
wig  Markert  28  March  1811.  About  1812,  she  married 
George  Fritts  Jr.  (born  27  June  1788  and  died  6  June  1831). 
(He  was  a  brother  to  Catherine  Fritts  who  married  Pheobe’s 
brother  George  —  see  above).  Pheobe  died  17  October  1884 
and  is  buried  eleven  miles  northwest  of  Boone,  North  Carolina. 

X(1)D — Michael  Byerly  —  (completely  replaces  pages  61- 
63).  (Ref.  Nos.  16,  36,  43,  49,  64).  ' 

Michael  Byerly  was  born  circa  1805.  He  was  a  farmer,  liv¬ 
ing  in  the  Holly  Grove  Section  all  of  his  life  on  the  land  given 
him  by  his  father  Jacob.  His  real  estate  value  in  1850  was 
$570.00.  He  is  not  listed  in  the  1860  census  and  it  is  pre¬ 
sumed  he  died  after  1854  when  his  youngest  child  was  born. 
His  grave  site  is  unknown  although  it  was  probably  at  Pil¬ 
grim’s  (because  Holly  Grove  not  then  organized)  where  he  is 
listed  as  a  Communicant  in  1839  (Ref.  No.  64).  Michael 
married  his  first  cousin,  Dolly  Byerly  (a  daughter  of  Martin 
Byerly)  (see  page  126).  She  was  born  in  1817  and  died  7  Au¬ 
gust  1901,  age  eighty-four  years  and  is  buried  at  Holly  Grove 
Lutheran  Cemetery.  (NOTE:  Dolly  possibly  was  a  second 
wife) . 

Michael  Byerly  had  eight  children:  William,  Andrew, 
Franklin,  Obediah,  David,  Reuben,  Rebecca,  and  Peter. 

I(  1 ) D(  1 ) — William  Byerly  —  born  1836.  Listed  in  1850 
census,  but  not  again.  No  further  information. 

I(1)D(2) — Andrew  Byerly —  (Ref.  Nos.  39,  52,  64,  87), 
born  24  April  1838.  His  birth  is  recorded  in  Pilgrim’s  Church 
records  (Ref.  No.  64).  He  was  reared  in  the  Holly  Grove 
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Section  where  he  lived  all  his  life  as  a  farmer.  He  served  in 
the  Confederate  States  Army  (page  33).  He  died  17  Decem¬ 
ber  1926,  age  eighty-eight  years  and  is  buried  at  Emmanuel 
United  Church  of  Christ  Cemetery  near  Thomasville.  (For¬ 
merly  a  Lutheran  and  Reformed  Union  Church.)  He  married 
Elizabeth  (Hane)  Hill  born  28  May  1842  and  died  10  Octo¬ 
ber  1926  and  is  buried  at  Emmanuel.  They  had  eight  chil¬ 
dren:  Laura,  Henry,  Julia,  James,  Loueler,  Albert,  Luther  and 
Everette. 

I(l)D(2)a— Laura  Byerly  —  born  6  May  1861  and  died 
24  July  1948.  She  married  John  Franklin  Myers  born  27 
March  1854  and  died  26  November  1944.  Their  children 
were:  Jesse  El  wood  Myers,  Lula  Myers  Summey,  Bessie  Myers 
Beck,  Daisy  Myers,  Anice  Myers  Shuler,  Pearle  Myers  Black, 
and  Margie  Myers  Bowers. 

I(l)D(2)b —Henry  Byerly  —  born  14  October  1866  and 
died  27  November  1948.  He  married  Lillie  Swain  and  lived 
in  High  Point.  His  children  were:  Willis,  Richard,  Milford 
and  Myrtle. 

I  ( 1 )  D  ( 2 )  bl — Willis  Byerly  —  married  Hylie  Stewart. 
They  live  in  High  Point  and  have  one  daughter. 

I(l)D(2)bII — Richard  Byerly  —  married  Ruth  Haynes. 
They  live  in  High  Point  and  have  three  daughters  and  one  son. 

I(l)D(2)bIII — • Milford  Byerly  —  married  Lois  Yokeley. 
They  live  in  High  Point  and  have  three  sons  and  two  daugh¬ 
ters.

1800’s).  Eve  was  born  18  February  1767  and  died  8  January

and  a  large  land  holding.  (Ref.  Nos.  49  and  67). 

Nos.  12,  41,  44,  45  and 
46).  For  this  supplement  to  page  41  of  Volume  I  the  author 
is  indebted  to  Mrs.  Sudie  Byerly  Stafford  of  Winston-Salem, 
North  Carolina). 

John  W.  Byerly  was  born  in  Davidson  County  circa  1795- 
1797.  After  reaching  maturity,  he  went  north  into  neighbor¬ 
ing  Forsyth  County  and  took  up  land  two  miles  south  of  pres¬ 
ent  Winston-Salem.  He  purchased  land  from  the  Moravians, 
several  deeds  being  signed  by  C.  A.  deSchweinitz,  Bishop  of  the 
Moravian  Church;  and  from  Abraham  Steiner  202  acres;  and 
also  land  from  Henry  Van  Vleck.  He  first  appears  in  the 
1850  census  (Ref.  No.  49).  He  was  a  lifelong  farmer  and 
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planter,  owned  slaves,  and  died  at  more  than  eighty  years  of 
age  —  time  and  place  of  burial  not  known.  He  married  Susan 
Foltz.  Their  children  were:  Sanford,  Harrison,  Addison,  Alex¬ 
ander,  James  E.  and  Elizabeth  Maderina  who  died  when 
young.

He  is  listed  as 
born  between  1782-84  by  his  father  John  Martin  Byerly  in 
the  Pilgrim  Church  Records.  (Ref.  No.  64).  He  is  listed  in 
the  1850  census  of  Davidson  County  (Ref.  No.  49)  with  his 
wife  Mary  born  1789.  She  is  possibly  a  second  wife.  He  is 
listed  as  a  farmer  and  the  value  of  his  property  was  $150.00. 
A  son  Levi  is  listed  as  a  laborer.  Martin’s  will  was  written  in 
1854  (Ref.  No.  68)  in  which  one  of  his  sons  (John)  is  dead. 
In  I860,  Martin  and  his  wife  Molly  (Mary)  and  daughter 
Mariah  are  living  together  on  a  farm  valued  at  $200.00.  They 
are  in  the  Hamby’s  Creek  Post  Office.  (This  is  near  present 
day  Holly  Grove  Section  and  his  descendants  remained  in  the 
same  area.) 

Martin  died  approximately  1865-66.  His  burial  place  is 
not  known.  (However,  several  of  his  children  were  baptized 
Lutherans  at  Pilgrim  Church).

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LINEAGE  OF  JOHN  JACOB  BYERLY  (SENIOR) 

This  replaces  pages  38-48  (Reference  Nos.  16,  32,  33,  46, 
49,  57,  61,  63,  64,  65,  67,  68,  70,  85). 

II — John  Jacob  Byerly  —  was  either  a  second  or  third  son 
of  Jacob  the  Elder  and  therefore  born  circa  1735-40  before 
his  parents  imigrated  from  Germany  to  Pennsylvania. 

In  the  Pilgrim  Church  Records,  John  Martin  Byerly  names 
his  brother  John  Jacob  as  a  baptismal  sponsor  for  Martin’s 
elder  son  born  in  1767.  His  co-sponsor  was  Magdalena  Sum- 
mey  and  it  is  thought  he  may  have  later  married  her.  (A  sec¬ 
ond  wife). 

After  his  father’s  death  in  1771,  John  Jacob  Byerly  received 
the  three  hundred  acres  on  Pounders  Fork  of  Abbott’s  Creek 
that  are  outlined  on  page  39  and  which  he  bought  back  from 
the  state  in  1792  in  order  to  clear  his  title.  (Book  13,  page 
176).  With  the  passage  of  time  he  added  more  land  to  his 
holdings  (Ref.  No.  62). 

In  later  years  this  Jacob  was  called  Jacob  Senior  to  dis¬ 
tinguish  him  from  his  son  Jacob  Jr.  and  from  John  Martin 
Byerly ’s  son,  who  was  also  called  Junior  (meaning  younger) 
after  the  above  Jacob  Jr.  removed  from  North  Carolina.  (Ref. 
Nos.  61,  62,  49). 

During  the  Revolutionary  War  Jacob  Senior  was  among  the 
persons  cited  (along  with  his  brother  Martin)  as  refusing  or 
neglecting  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  State  (in  1778) 
and  later  after  the  war  (1783)  was  called  to  court  to  show 
cause  why  his  estates  should  not  be  confiscated. 

Jacob  is  listed  as  a  taxable  in  1778,  1784  and  1789  (Ref. 
No.  63)  appears  in  the  first  census  of  1790  with  a  large 
and  growing  family  of  five  boys  and  four  girls.  He  is  absent 
from  the  1800  census  and  this  fact  has  for  years  confused  the 
delineation  of  these  families  until  a  recent  series  of  communi¬ 
cations  (Ref.  No.  85)  places  him  out  of  the  County  and  in 
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another  location.  He  reappears  in  the  1810  census  and  his 
remaining  children  are  in  the  1820  census. 

His  children  were:  Jacob  Jr.,  Martin,  David,  Barbara,  Cath¬ 
erine,  Christina,  Molly,  Elizabeth,  Sally,  Daniel  and  Andrew. 
(Because  of  the  large  number  of  children  and  the  thirty  years 
spread  of  their  birth  dates,  it  is  felt  that  there  was  a  second,  or 
possibly  third  wife.) 

Jacob  died  in  1822  and  his  burial  place  is  unknown.  How¬ 
ever,  as  several  of  his  children  were  confirmed  and  had  their 
children  baptized  at  Beck’s  Church  (Ref.  No.  65 ),  it  is  thought 
possibly  he  may  have  been  buried  there.  Beck’s  Church  was 
originally  a  Union  (Lutheran-Reformed)  Church  and  located 
on  a  branch  of  Abbott’s  Creek  southeast  of  present  day  Lex¬ 
ington  and  probably  closer  to  this  family. 

Because  of  the  numerous  interesting  facts  incorporated,  his 
will  is  reprinted  below: 

"In  the  name  of  God,  Amen. 

I,  Jacob  Byerly,  of  Rowan  County  and  State  of  North  Caro¬ 
lina  being  of  sound  mind  and  memory,  and  calling  to  mind 
the  mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed  for 
all  men  once  to  die,  and  touching  my  worldly  estate  as  it  has 
pleased  God  to  bless  me  with  — 

Item  1st  as  to  my  lands  being  already  conveyed  by  deed  to 
my  two  sons  Daniel  and  Andrew  reserving  myself  and  wife’s 
lifetime  to  have  a  maintenance  on  the  home  plantation  and 
manor  house  — 

Item  2nd  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife  Margaret 
my  bay  mare,  two  cows,  two  feather  beds  and  furniture,  one 
flax  wheel,  one  frying  pan,  one  iron  pot,  one  pewter  pail,  two 
tin  cups,  two  pewter  spoons.  The  above  mentioned  property 
bequeathed  to  my  beloved  wife  during  her  natural  life  then 
to  descend  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  my  six  daughters 
share  and  share  alike  —  also  I  give  my  beloved  wife  ten  dollars 
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in  cash  if  no  money  at  hand  at  my  decease  to  be  raised  from 
and  off  my  sale  money  — 

Item  3rd  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  six  daughters  namely, 
Christina,  Barbara,  Elizabeth,  Catherine,  Molly,  and  Sally  all 
the  remaining  part  of  my  cattle  and  sheep,  and  all  my  house¬ 
hold  and  kitchen  furniture  of  every  kind  to  be  sold  by  my 
executors  and  the  money  raised  by  such  sale  to  be  equally  di¬ 
vided  among  my  six  daughters  above  named  — 

Item  4th  I  desire  that  all  the  remaining  part  of  my  property 
not  above  mentioned,  that  is  to  say  hogs,  wagon  and  gears  of  all 
kind,  all  plantation  tools  and  all  irons  belonging  to  the  saw¬ 
mill,  one  still  and  tubs,  one  set  of  blacksmith  tools,  to  be  sold 
by  my  executors  and  the  money  so  raised  equally  divided  among 
all  my  children,  sons  and  daughters  — 

Item  5  th  Lastly,  I  do  constitute  and  appoint  my  worthy 
friend  Jacob  Beck,  Senior,  and  my  son  Martin  Byerly  my  ex¬ 
ecutors  to  this  my  last  will  and  testament  and  utterly  disanul- 
ling  and  revoking  all  other  wills  heretofore  by  me  made.  In 
witness,  I  have  set  my  hand  and  affixed  my  seal  this:  31st  day 
of  May  Anno  Dom  1820/’

III — Jacob  Byerly,  Jr.  —  born  circa  1765-70.  No  infor¬ 
mation  is  known  about  him  save  that  he  was  a  witness  in  1790 
along  with  his  father  to  the  surveying  of  his  uncle  John  Martin 
Byerly’s  land,  (page  66).  He  is  only  present  in  the  census 
records  of  1810  with  his  brother  Daniel  and  their  father.  In 
1811  he  bought  out  fifty  acres  from  his  cousin  John  Byerly 
(see  page  92).  (Ref.  No.  62,  Book  23,  page  396)  and  then 
in  1814  (page  303  Deed  Book  23)  he  sold  this  land  to  James 
Mirick  and  it  is  assumed  he  went  to  Indiana  along  with  other 
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members  of  his  family.  (Ref.  No.  57).  (This  probably  is  the 
Jacob  Byerly  who  went  to  Indiana  around  1815  and  is  listed 
in  the  1820  census  and  died  about  1855-56  in  Washington 
County,  Indiana). 

11(2) — Martin  Byerly  —  was  born  between  circa  1765-70. 
He  is  listed  in  the  1800,  1810  and  1830  censuses  (Ref.  No. 
49).  He  is  only  mentioned  in  his  father  Jacob’s  will  of  1822 
(Ref.  No.  68)  as  executor  and  it  is  assumed  that  together  with 
his  brother  Jacob  they  had  already  taken  up  land  elsewhere. 
This  is  borne  out  (Ref.  No.  62)  in  his  purchase  of  land  on 
Flat  Swamp  Creek,  near  the  present  day  area  of  Silver  Valley 
and  Cid  where  his  descendants  still  live.  He  is  listed  as  Martin 
Byerly  Senior  in  1830  (to  distinguish  him  from  his  cousin 
Martin  Byerly,  son  of  John  Martin  Byerly,  also  listed  in  the 
same  census.)  He  does  not  appear  in  the  1840  census  and  it 
is  assumed  he  died  between  1830-40.  His  burial  place  is  un¬ 
known.  His  wife  is  unknown. 

From  census  records  and  land  descent  his  children  were: 
David  Andrew,  Jonathan,  Peter,  and  probably  others. 
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LINEAGE  OF  DAVID  ANDREW  BYERLY 

(Ref.  Nos.  34,  38,  42,  49,  67) 

11(2)  A — David  Andrew  Byerly  —  was  born  between  1790- 
1795  in  Rowan  County  (Present  day  Davidson)  the  son  of 
Martin  Byerly.  He  married  Polly  (Mary)  Cooper.  (No  in¬ 
formation  known).  They  had  at  least  seven  children:  Eli, 
Mary  Ann,  Andrew  Hoover,  Matilda,  Winslow,  William  T., 
and  Abraham. 

He  was  a  farmer  in  the  southern  part  of  Davidson  and  Ran¬ 
dolph  Counties.  He  died  after  1860  and  his  place  of  burial 
is  unknown. 

II  ( 2 )  A  ( 1 ) — Eli  Byerly  —  was  born  between  1816  and 
1822  in  Union  Township,  Randolph  County.  In  the  1850 
census  of  Randolph  County  he  is  thirty-four  years  old  and  a 
laborer  whereas  in  the  1870  census,  he  is  forty-eight  years  old 
and  a  farmer  with  $300.00  valuation  of  property.

In  Rowan  County’s  census  of  1820,  Andrew  and  his  family 
are  listed.  (Along  with  his  brother  Daniel)  Andrew  secured 
land  in  Russell  Township,  Putnam  County,  Indiana  between 
1825  and  1830  for  a  total  of  320  acres.  In  the  Historical  At¬ 
las  of  Putnam  County  Indiana  printed  in  1879  appears:  "First 
Settlers:  1825-26  —  Monroe  Township  —  Andrew  Byerly 
settled  in  this  township  in  1826  along  with  Luke  Gardner  and 
a  Mr.  Penny.”  Andrew  and  his  family  next  appear  in  the  Put¬ 
nam  County,  Indiana  census  of  1830.  In  the  1850  census  of 
the  same  county  four  of  the  younger  children  are  named  and 
also  Sarah’s  mother  Elizabeth  Grimes  age  84  was  living  with 
them. 

In  a  letter  written  by  Mathias  Sappenfield  of  Parkville,  Park 
County,  Illinois,  dated  6  April  1854  to  Jacob  Berrier  in  David¬ 
son  County,  North  Carolina,  he  says  "Andrew  Byerly  s  wife 
died  5  April  of  consumption.”  In  the  Pisgah  Cemetery,  Rus¬ 
sell  Township,  Putnam  County,  Indiana  a  stone  reads:  "Sarah, 
wife  of  Andrew  Byerly,  died  April  5,  1854,  age  60  years.”

As  this  entire  family  moved  to  Indiana  about  1825  and  their 
later  descendants  moved  into  Illinois  and  Iowa  their  lineage  is 
closed  here.

IV — David  Byerly  —  born  circa  1740-45,  or  before,  prob¬ 
ably  in  Germany  before  his  parents  came  to  America. 

On  10  April  1775  he  married  Louisa  Lookabill  (a  daughter 
of  John  Lookabill  the  originator  of  the  Lookabill  family  in 
Davidson  County),  (Ref.  No.  59).  They  were  married  by 
the  Lutheran  Pastor,  Rev.  John  Attends  at  Pilgrim  Church. 
(Ref.  No.  66).  David  later  became  an  elder  of  this  church. 
(Ref.  Nos.  43,  64,  68).  David  acquired  large  land  holdings 
on  Abbotts  Creek  - —  some  from  his  father  and  later  adding 
other  land.  (Ref.  No.  62). 

On  7  May  1805  David  was  appointed  guardian  of  George 
Lookabill,  a  son  of  John  Lookabill.  David  had  at  least  the 
following  children  ( Ref.  Nos.  64,  68) :  Anna  Maria  Barbara, 
Anna  Catharina,  Phillip,  George,  Christina,  Sarah. 

David  died  30  December  1822  and  is  buried  at  Pilgrim 
Church  Cemetery  (Ref.  Nos.  43,  64,  68).  Below  is  a  copy  of 
his  will  (reproduced  because  of  its  historical  content): 

DAVID  BYERLY’S  WILL 

State  of  North  Carolina 
Davidson  County 

January  Session  1823 
(Will  Book  I,  Page  I) 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen.  I  David  Byerly  of  the  County 
of  Davidson  and  State  of  North  Carolina  planter  being  very 
sick  in  body  but  of  perfect  mind  and  memory  thanks  be  given 
unto  God  calling  unto  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  and 
knowing  that  it  is  appointed  for  all  men  once  to  die  —  do 
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make  and  ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament  that  is  to  say 
principally  and  first  of  all  I  give  and  recommend  my  soul  unto 
the  hands  of  Almighty  God  that  have  it,  and  my  body  I  rec¬ 
ommend  to  the  earth  to  be  buried  in  a  decent  Christian  burial 
at  the  discretion  of  my  executor  nothing  doubting  but  at  the 
general  Resurrection  I  shall  receive  the  same  again  by  the  Al¬ 
mighty  Power  of  God,  and  as  touching  such  worldly  estate 
where  with  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  me  in  this  life  I  give, 
devise  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  the  following  manner  and 
form  — 

First  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  wife  Lucy  Byerly 
the  privilege  of  one  room  of  my  dwelling  house  of  her  choice 
for  her  proper  use  and  livehood  during  her  natural  life  or  as 
long  as  she  shall  remain  a  widow  in  my  name.  Secondly,  I 
give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  son,  George  Byerly  my 
plantation  where  on  I  now  live  and  also  the  land  adjoining  it 
that  I  purchased  from  Isiah  Fisher.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto 
my  son  George  Byerly  one  negroe  fellow  of  his  choice  out  of 
my  negroes  and  also  my  large  waggon  and  all  the  horse  harness 
belonging  to  the  same  and  also  all  my  farming  utensils  of 
every  denomination.  I  give  to  my  son  George  Byerly  the  above 
mentioned  property  for  his  own  proper  use  and  livelihood  also 
give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  George  my  two  stills  and  all  my 
still  tubs  and  other  implements  belonging  to  the  same,  also  I 
give  to  my  son  George  one  bed  and  furniture  and  my  chest  and 
my  desk  and  my  wearing  apparel  for  his  proper  use  and  be¬ 
half.  Thirdly,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  daughter 
Sarah  Byerly  my  negroe  girl  named  Nancy  for  her  proper  use 
and  behalf  also  I  give  to  my  daughter  Sarah  Byerly  my  sorrel 
mare  and  my  will  is  further  that  my  daughter  Sarah  Byerly 
shall  have  an  equal  share  out  of  my  stock  and  household  and 
kitchen  furniture  as  my  daughters  that  are  now  married  have 
received.  Fourthly  my  will  is  that  my  son  George  Byerly  above 
named  shall  one  year  after  my  decease  pay  one  hundred  dollars 
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to  my  granddaughter  Eliza  Byerly  a  daughter  of  my  son  Phillip 
Byerly  deceased  or  to  her  guardian  out  of  the  above  estate 
which  is  already  willed  to  the  said  George  Byerly,  for  her  prop¬ 
er  use  and  behalf. 

Fifthly,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  beloved  daughter  Bar¬ 
bara  Garner  two  negroes  that  is  my  negroe  girl  Poll  and  my 
little  negroe  boy  named  Joeda  for  her  proper  use  and  behalf  — 
Sixthly  my  will  is  that  all  my  debts  be  paid  out  of  my  money 
on  hand  and  the  balance  of  my  money  in  actual  cash  and  notes 
to  be  equally  divided  amongst  my  wife  Lucy  and  four  of  my 
children  that  is  George  Byerly,  Catharine  Capeley,  Christina 
Collins,  and  Sarah  Byerly,  my  wife  is  to  have  an  equal  share 
with  one  of  them  and  also  my  will  is  that  all  the  grain  and  all 
the  ardent  spirits  and  all  the  meat  that  is  now  on  hand  George 
Byerly  shall  have  the  half  thereof  and  my  wife  Lucy  and  my 
daughter  Sarah  shall  have  the  other  half,  also  I  give  to  my  wife 
Lucy  one  horse  of  her  choice  and  if  my  above  named  wife 
should  marry  another  man  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one 
horse  saddle  and  bridle,  two  cows,  four  head  of  sheep  and  her 
own  bed,  her  chest,  bureau  and  her  flax  wheel  and  kitchen 
furniture  as  much  as  she  may  think  proper  for  her  own  use  and 
behalf.  Sixthly  my  will  is  that  after  the  decease  of  my  beloved 
wife  above  named  all  my  property  above  willed  to  my  beloved 
wife  to  be  sold  at  public  auction  and  the  proceeds  there  of  to 
be  equally  divided  amongst  all  my  children  that  is  George 
Byerly,  Barbara  Garner,  Catherine  Capely,  Christina  Collins, 

and  Sarah  Byerly  for  their  proper  use  and  behalf  and  it  is  my 
will  that  my  son  George  Byerly  shall  find  my  wife  Lucy  in 
good  diet  during  her  natural  life  and  during  her  widowhood  if 
they  cannot  agree  at  one  table  the  said  George  to  find  her  as 
much  as  any  two  good  men  will  say  will  do  her.  I  do  hereby 
constitute  and  appoint  my  beloved  son  George  Byerly  sole 
executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  writing.  I  the 
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said  David  Byerly  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  affixed  my 
seal  this  28th  day  of  December  1822.

She  married  a  Phillip  Garner  and  by  1825  they  were  residing 
in  Montgomery  County,  Alabama.  (Ref.  No.  67). 

She 
married  George  Capley  (Kepley).  (Ref.  Nos.  34,  67).  They 
went  to  Indiana  around  1815-20.  George  Kepley  together 
with  his  brother  John  Kepley  (whose  wife  was  Hannah 
Frank)  founded  New  Salisbury,  Harrison  County,  Indiana. 
(Ref.  No.  37).  George  Kepley  and  Catherine  had  at  least  sev¬ 
en  children.

George  married  first  Lydia  Sappenfield.  She  dying,  he  mar¬ 
ried  her  twin  sister  Leah  Sappenfield  (born  1804  North  Caro¬ 
lina  Ref.

About  1827-28  George  and  his  family  moved  to  Indiana 
and  settled  in  Parke  County.  They  had  fifteen  children  of 
whom  eleven  are  known  below:

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LINEAGE  OF  PHILLIP  BYERLY 

VI — Phillip  Byerly  —  a  son  of  John  Jacob  Byerly  the  Elder 
was  born  prior  to  1760  and  died  between  1795-1800.  He  is 
listed  in  the  Rowan  County  Tax  lists  in  1768  and  1778.  He 
received  231  acres  of  land  from  his  father’s  original  Crown 
purchase  of  1763.  Phillip  was  listed  as  taking  the  Oath  of 
Allegiance  to  the  state  in  1778.  (After  having  failed  to  come 
forward  ear  Her  and  having  been  listed  as  a  Tory!)  (Ref.  No. 
61).  Phillip  is  not  in  the  1784  tax  lists  in  Rowan  County  and 
since  he  was  present  in  1778  and  later  appears  in  neighboring 
Randolph  County  it  is  presumed  that  he  was  "cut  off”  when 
the  county  line  was  laid  out  in  1779.  He  married  Mollie 
(Mary)  Brals.  (Ref.  No.  40).  (No  information  on  her). 
They  had  at  least  eight  children  of  whom  five  were  boys  and 
three  girls.  Phillip’s  family  disappears  from  Randolph  County 
after  the  1800  census  (Ref.  No.  49)  and  it  is  felt  that  his  son 
David,  who  had  a  large  young  family  in  1800,  along  with 
Phillip’s  widow  Mary  and  the  rest  of  her  children,  went  to  In¬ 
diana  sometime  around  1810.  The  Byerly  family  disappears 
from  Randolph  County  and  does  not  reappear  until  the  1840 
census  when  David  Andrew  Byerly  (son  of  Martin  Byerly) 
(and  great  nephew  of  Phillip)  moved  in. 

Additionally,  there  is  other  information  (Ref.  Nos.  40,  56, 
57,  60)  that  shows  there  were  other  Byerlys  who  went  to  In¬ 
diana  from  Randolph  County  and  therefore  most  probably  the 
children  of  Phillip. 

His  known  children  were:  John,  Margaret  and  David. 

VI(!) — John  Byerly  - —  married  Gillie  Ray  (Ref.  Nos.  40, 
60)  the  daughter  of  Revolutionary  Patriot  Thomas  Ray  and 
Elizabeth  Pearce.  They  had  at  least  two  children:  Sam  and 
Henry  Farley. 

VI  ( 1 )  A — Sam  Byerly  —  is  buried  in  Texas  Township 
Cemetery  south  of  Clinton,  Illinois.  One  of  his  descendants 
moved  to  Decator,  Illinois. 


VI(1)B — Henry  Farley  Byerly  —  born  in  North  Carolina 
26  July  1809.  He  died  1883.  At  some  time  in  his  life  he 
moved  to  Kenny,  Illinois  where  he  lived  most  of  his  life.  He 
married  three  times  and  had  a  total  of  thirteen  children  (four 
boys  and  nine  girls)  but  the  division  is  not  exactly  known. 

It  is  known  that  his  second  wife  was  Polly  Clark  whom  he 
married  in  1841.  She  died  13  April  1853  and  supposedly  had 
six  children. 

One  wife  had  no  children.  (Probably  the  third.)  Polly 
Campbell  was  probably  his  first  wife.  She  had  a  son  Tom 
who  was  said  to  be  ten  years  older  than  another  of  Henry  Far¬ 
ley’s  children  - —  A.  C.  Byerly,  see  below,  who  was  born  in 
1848;  therefore,  if  Tom  was  born  in  1838  his  mother  would 
be  Henry  Farley’s  first  wife. 

VI  (l)B(l) — Tom  Byerly  —  born  1838.  Unknown  ex¬ 
cept  that  he  had  at  least  one  son: 

VI(l)B(l)a — Harry  Byerly  —  who  reportedly  died  in 
Alabama  in  the  195  0’s. 

Other  children  known  of  Henry  Farley  Byerly: 

VI(1)B(2) - — Frank  Byerly  —  had  two  sons  and  two  daugh¬ 
ters. 

VI  ( 1 )  B(  3 )  — Hat  ( probably  Harriett)  Byerly  —  married 
Perry  Cottonbarger  and  moved  to  the  western  United  States. 

VI(1)B(4) — Gilly  Byerly  —  married  George  Parker  and 
went  to  California. 

VI(1)B(5) — Isaac  Byerly  —  reportedly  the  oldest  (?  boy 
or  child)  moved  to  Texas. 

VI(1)B(6)  — Maggy  Byerly  —  unknown. 

VI(1)B(7)  — S aril  da  Byerly  —  unknown. 

VI(1)B(8) — Ann  Byerly  —  unknown. 

VI(1)B(9)  — Jane  Byerly  —  married  Ruben  Pof f  and  lived 
in  Chestnut,  Illinois.  Their  daughter  Clara  Grant  was  living 
in  Clinton,  Illinois,  1963. 
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VI(  1  )B(  10) — Alexander  Clay  Byerly  —  born  21  August 
1848  and  died  20  March  1907  and  is  buried  in  Urbana,  Illi¬ 
nois.  His  mother  was  Henry  Farley  Byerly  s  second  wife  — 
Polly  Clark.  A.  C.  enlisted  in  1865  in  Company  D  of  the 
Mississippi  Marine  Brigade  and  Ram  Fleet.  He  graduated 
from  Illinois  Wesleyan  University  at  Bloomington,  Illinois  in 
1871.  He  taught  at  Texas  Township  School,  Dewitt  County, 
Illinois.  He  was  presiding  elder  from  Champaign  District  and 
Springfield  District.  On  3  April  1873  at  Normal,  Illinois  he 
married  Julia  Moore  (born  23  September  1851;  died  13  April 
1898.)  They  had  three  children: 

VI(l)B(10)a- — Gertrude  Byerly  —  born  1877  at  Green 
Valley,  Illinois. 

VI(  1)B(10) b — Lawrence  M.  Byerly  —  born  1879  at  To- 
lono,  Illinois.  He  had  a  son: 

VI  ( 1 )  B  ( 10 )  bl— Richard  A.  Byerly  —  of  Clarenden  Hills, 
Illinois  who  supplied  most  of  the  information  on  this  family. 
He  died  in  1962.  He  had  two  sons  and  two  daughters  of 
whom  one  is: 

VI(1)B(10)BI(1) — Robert  Byerly . 

VI(1)B(10)BI(2)  — Mrs.  Mary  Mattox  —  of  Rockville, 
Conn. 

VI (2) — Margaret  Byerly  —  married  Hudson  Ray  (Ref. 
No.  60)  9  August  1808  in  Randolph  County.  He  was  the 
son  of  Revolutionary  Patriot  Thomas  Ray  and  Elizabeth  Pearce, 
whose  daughter  married  Margaret’s  brother  John  above  VI  ( 1 ) . 

VI  ( 3 )  — David  Byerly  —  born  before  1755  and  married 
unknown  also  born  before  1755.  They  had  three  sons  and 
two  daughters  all  born  between  1790  and  1800.  (Ref.  No. 
49) .  From  other  records  it  is  believed  he  moved  into  southern 
Indiana  around  1810.  (Ref.  No.  57). 
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Let  no  one  look  down  on  those  honorable,  well  meaning 
men  whose  actions  are  chronicled  in  these  pages,  without 
searching  his  own  heart,  reviewing  his  own  discharge  of  public 
duty,  and  applying  the  lessons  of  the  past  to  his  future  conduct.

It  is  known  from  other  sources  (Ref.  No.  61)  that  Jacob 
Byerly  the  Elder  had  a  tavern  around  the  years  1770-1772. 
The  above  notation  made  by  government  officials  during  the 
activities  following  the  Battle  of  Alamance  confirms  that  it  lay 
along  the  main  route  of  travel  between  present  day  Salisbury 
and  Greensboro.  The  maneuverings  during  the  Spring  of 
1771  during  what  was  later  called  the  War  of  the  Regulation 
(Ref.  Nos.  75,  76,  77)  explain  the  later  behavior  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  this  area  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution. 

Governor  Tryon  camped  at  Sandy  Creek  in  Orange  County 
in  May  1771.  On  11  May  he  moved  out  of  Hillsboro  on  the 
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main  road  to  Salisbury.  On  1 6  May  1771,  he  was  met  by  a 
force  of  Regulators  on  a  branch  of  the  Haw  River  called  Great 
Alamance  Creek  (near  present  day  Burlington).  In  the  en¬ 
suing  battle  the  Regulators  were  defeated.  Tryon  was  to  have 
been  joined  by  General  Waddell  from  Salisbury  who  was  bring¬ 
ing  the  Loyal  Militia  to  assist  the  Govenor.  However,  just 
after  crossing  the  Yadkin  on  10  May  1771  he  was  met  by  a 
force  of  the  Rowan  Regulators  and  turned  back  and  thus  did 
not  participate  in  the  battle  of  Alamance.  Later  Governor 
Tryon  joined  General  Waddell  at  Salisbury  and  they  returned 
to  Hillsboro  destroying  the  fields  and  farms  of  the  Regulators, 
especially  in  the  "Jersey  Settlements0  (present  day  Southwest¬ 
ern  Davidson  County). 
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THE  REVOLUTIONARY  WAR 

(Ref.  Nos.  75,  77,  79,  80,  81) 

When  the  Revolutionary  War  began,  the  same  group  of 
leaders  and  militia  (including  General  Waddell),  who  had 
supported  the  Crown  and  Colonial  government  in  1771  against 
the  rebel  regulators  became  the  Revolutionary  Leaders  in  1775. 
Hence  the  significance  of  the  events  of  four  years  earlier:  Men 
who  had  been  badly  handled  by  Waddell  and  his  like  in  1771 
were  not  anxious  to  join  with  him  just  four  years  later  even  if 
it  were  in  the  name  of  Liberty!  This  partly  explains  the  fol¬ 
lowing  extracts  from  the  Rowan  County  Court  Minutes: 

Page  309 — Wed.  Aug.  5,  1778  "Ordered  by  the  court,  the 
following  persons,  who  neglected  or  refused  to  appear  before 
the  Justices  of  their  respective  districts  on  the  day  by  them  ad¬ 
vertised  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  this  state  be  admitted 
to  come  into  the  court  &  take  the  said  oath,  having  rendered 
excuse  and  having  so  done,  that  the  clerk  furnish  them  with 
certificates,  they  paying  for  the  same,  and  the  following  per¬ 
sons  took  the  oath  accordingly . viz:  (Tories) . . 

Jacob  Birely, . David  Byarly, . Phillip 

Byarly . ” 

Page  312 — "Sat.  Aug.  8,  1778  A  register  of  persons  who  re¬ 
fused  or  neglected  to  appear  before  Justice .  and 

take  the  oath  of  affirmation  of  allegiance  to  the  state . . 

and  who  have  omitted  appearing  at  court  and  rendering  excuse 

for  such  neglect. . (one  page  35 )  in  cap:  D.  SMITH’S 

DISTRICT  Jacob  Byerly . Martin  Byerly.” 

Page  363 — Sat.  Feb.  8,  1783  "The  following  persons  be¬ 
ing  scited  to  appear  at  Novema  term  last  to  show  cause  under 
the  act  of  assembly  why  their  estates  should  not  be  confiscated, 

were  at  this  court  called  and  made  default  vix:  . . 

Jacob  Bierly, . ,  Jacob  Byarly, . ” 
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Knowing  the  Franco-German  background  of  Jacob  Byerly, 
his  desire  to  escape  wars,  his  oath  to  support  the  British  Crown 
and  Protestant  Successions,  his  value  on  his  land,  the  religious 
background,  the  clannishness  of  the  Germans,  the  teachings  of 
filial  duty,  and  the  political  events  of  1770-1775  in  this  sec 
cion,  it  is  little  wonder  that  his  family  did  not  wish  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  an  English  war.  And  between  1775  and  1778  depend¬ 
ing  upon  whether  the  Loyalists  (Tories)  or  the  Rebels 
(Whigs)  were  winning  determined  whether  one  might  be 
called  a  traitor  or  not.  There  are  no  Byerlys  listed  in  the  D.  A. 
R.  Roster  of  soldiers  from  North  Carolina  (Ref.  No.  84).  On 
the  other  hand  there  is  no  record  of  land  confiscation  of  any  of 
the  Byerlys  during  this  time,  and  the  out  migration  of  the 
family  did  not  begin  until  1800  and  was  due  to  other  causes. 

There  are  numerous  referrals  in  family  tradition  that  Jacob 
Byerly  the  Elder’s  family  actively  supported  the  Patriot  causes 
against  the  Tories,  but  these  are  only  word  by  mouth  traditions. 
(Ref.  Nos.  16,  17,  53,  70,  85). 

Writing  in  1929  a  sworn  affadavit,  William  Fritz  stated, 
"Valentine  Leonard,  Woolridge  Fritz  and  Jacob  Byerly  were 
co-workers  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  The  two  former  were 
killed  by  Tories  prior  to  the  battle  of  Guilford  Courthouse. 
These  three  men  were  about  the  same  age,  were  all  Lutherans, 
lived  in  the  same  neighborhood  and  worked  together  as  foun¬ 
ders  of  this  community.”  (Note:  William  Fritz  was  born  in 
1843  and  was  the  great  grandson  of  the  above  mentioned 
Woolridge  Fritz  and  was  reared  in  the  household  of  his  uncle 
George  Byerly  who  was  the  great  nephew  of  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  (John)  Jacob  Byerly.) 

Writing  in  1932,  Mrs.  Grace  Noble  of  Detroit,  Michigan, 
wrote  that  she  got  the  following  story  from  Mrs.  J.  O.  Grimes 
of  Lexington,  North  Carolina:  "During  the  Revolutionary 
War  the  home  and  plantation  of  Jacob  Byerly  (Son  of  Elder) 
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was  raided  by  Tories  who  took  food  and  other  valuables.  Hav¬ 
ing  heard  of  their  coming,  he  took  a  fine  horse  of  which  he 
was  proud,  several  hundred  yards  up  a  creek  and  hid  it  among 
the  bushes.  There  was  a  walnut  tree  in  his  yard  which  the 
Tories  broke  down  in  this  raid  and  a  large  granite  rock  where 
wheat  and  corn  were  ground.” 

In  1964,  Mrs.  Mardenna  Johnson  Hunter  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana  gave  an  affadavit  that  her  grandmother  Mary  Wright 
Johnson  was  told  by  her  grandmother  Sarah  Byerly  Wright, 
that  Sarah  Byerly  *s  father  was  John  Jacob  Byerly  and  his  wife 
was  Margaret  who  lived  to  be  104  years  old.  They  were  both 
German.  They  lived  in  North  Carolina  at  the  time  of  the 
Revolution.  Margaret  Byerly  hid  bread  in  the  ashes  of  the 
fireplace  to  keep  soldiers  from  taking  it  while  her  husband  was 
out  fighting  on  the  colonists  side  in  the  American  Revolution. 
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SILVER  HILL  MINE 

(Ref.  No.  86) 

Approximately  twelve  miles  southeast  of  Lexington  a  small 
local  post-office  station  takes  its  name  from  the  area  known 
as  Silver  Hill.  Gold  nuggets  were  reportedly  found  by  a  man 
named  Beck  in  1837  when  he  was  plowing  a  field.  The 
Byerly  and  Hege  families  owned  the  property  when  it  was  sold 
to  Rosewell  King  for  whom  it  was  first  named.  Later  it  was 
known  as  the  Washington  Mine.  From  1861  until  1865  the 
Confederacy  operated  the  mine  which  produced  silver,  gold, 
zinc,  and  lead.  Reportedly  the  need  for  lead  was  so  great  that 
the  ore  was  processed  without  removing  the  silver.  This  gave 
rise  to  the  oft-repeated  statement:  "The  Rebels  are  shooting 
silver  bullets  at  the  Yankees.”  When  the  Confederate  lead 
mines  in  Virginia  were  captured,  Silver  Hill  became  the  lone 
source  of  lead  for  the  South.  The  silver  gradually  played  out 
and  the  mine  was  closed  around  1900. 

The  1840  census  records  (Ref.  No.  49)  gives  Jonathan 
Byerly’s  family  having  one  person  in  mining.  In  1850,  George 
Byerly  (son  of  Jonathan)  age  thirty  is  a  miner.  In  1860,  A. 
H.  Byerly,  age  twenty-seven,  is  a  miner. 
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BYERLY'S  CHAPEL 

(Ref.  Nos.  46,  55,  58) 

In  Davie  County  near  the  Iredell  County  line  there  is  a 
small,  white  wooden  chapel  and  country  graveyard  known  as 
Byerly’s  Chapel.  It  is  reached  by  turning  off  U.  S.  Highway 
64  onto  N.  C.  Highway  901,  and  following  this  old  Davie 
Academy  Road  until  a  cross  road  just  west  of  the  Davie  Acad¬ 
emy  Community  is  reached.  At  this  point  follow  unpaved 
country  road  1143  to  the  south  and  about  a  mile  further  along 
1144  branches  off  to  the  left  toward  what  is  known  as  the  "old 
Van  Eaton  Place”.  Approximately  three-fourths  of  a  mile 
further  along  is  the  church. 

Byerly’s  Chapel  was  organized  on  1  May  1887  with  seven 
members,  five  of  whom  transferred  from  Bethel  Church  a  local 
Charge  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.  The  court  min¬ 
utes  indicate  that  Isaiah  Byerly,  who  later  became  a  trustee, 
was  the  leader  of  this  organization.  He  was  from  the  Byerly 
family  of  neighboring  Davidson  County  who  lived  near  "the 
old  Toll  Bridge”  across  the  Yadkin  River.  On  20  August 
1887,  Isaiah  Byerly  and  his  wife  Mary,  sold  to  William  A  Byer¬ 
ly  and  Joseph  Cartner,  "Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  of  Davie  County”,  one  and  one-half  acres  of  land.  The 
cemetery  is  older  than  the  church  and  in  it  are  buried  Neelys, 
Allens,  Wilsons,  Byerlys  and  other  families  of  the  community. 

Dr.  J.  Edward  Smoot,  a  native  of  Davie  County,  said  that 
the  great  wooded  gorge  running  to  Hunting  Creek,  just  east 
from  Byerly’s  Chapel,  was  known  as  the  "old  Cornwallis 
Road.” 
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YADKIN  COLLEGE 

(Ref.  Nos.  17,51,82,  88) 

This  church  sponsored  school  of  higher  learning  was  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  conference  in  1856 
through  the  efforts  of  State  Representative  Henry  Walser. 
This  distinguished  gentleman,  who  was  prominent  in  state  po¬ 
litical  affairs  during  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century,  be¬ 
came  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  when  the  school 
opened  and  held  this  office  until  his  death  in  1875.  Following 
his  death,  his  son,  Gaither  Walser  was  elected  Chairman  of 
the  Board.  Gaither  Walser  married  Fannie  Byerly  (daughter  of 
Francis  Byerly)  and  their  descendants  are  today  prominent  in 
Lexington,  North  Carolina.  Mr.  Walser  built  a  plantation 
home  overlooking  the  Yadkin  River  in  1829  that  was  known 
as  the  "Red  Brick  House”.  The  Village  of  Yadkin  Institute 
later  grew  up  near  here.  In  later  years  Mr.  Walser’s  great 
nephew,  Mr.  William  ].  Byerly  a  prominent  banker  of  Win¬ 
ston-Salem,  North  Carolina,  acquired  the  home. 

The  Rev.  George  Hege,  a  graduate  of  Trinity  College 
(Duke)  was  the  first  president  of  the  College  serving  between 
1856  and  1861.  He  married  Sarah  Ann  Byerly,  the  oldest 
daughter  of  Hiram  Byerly,  and  through  his  efforts,  the  college 
became  an  outstanding  denominational  institution  upon  the 
outbreak  of  the  war  in  1861. 

During  the  late  1800’s  the  Village  of  Yadkin  College  num¬ 
bered  among  its  families  the  Byerlys,  Walsers,  Pickens,  Phil¬ 
lips,  Heges,  Jordans,  Thompsons,  Hartleys,  Koontzes  and 
Michaels.  All  of  these  families  eventually  intermarried  with 
one  another. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century,  Lelia  Byerly,  Nora  Byerly  and 
Ida  Byerly  were  instructors  at  the  College  and  in  the  years  be- 
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tween  1880  and  1924  some  two  dozen  young  men  and  women 
of  the  Byerly  families  attended  the  college. 

At  the  1933  Yadkin  College  Alumni  Association  Home¬ 
coming  exercises  Mrs.  Tullia  Byerly  Poindexter  made  the  mo¬ 
tion  that  elected  Rev.  O.  B.  Michael  to  compile  a  history  of 
the  college.  It  is  from  this  book  (Ref.  No.  82)  that  most  of 
the  above  information  is  gathered. 
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And  further,  by  these,  my  son,  be  admonished:  of  making 
many  books  there  is  no  end;  and  much  study  is  a  weariness  of 
the  flesh. 

Let  us  hear  the  conclusion  of  the  whole  matter:  Fear  God, 
and  keep  his  commandments:  for  this  is  the  whole  duty  of 
man.
